Dodge Deliveries 
Continue to Gain

Detroit, June ale the four 
weeks ended May 29, retail deliv- 
eries by Dodge Brothers dealers 
totaled 37,660 units, a substantial 
increase over the sales in the pre- 
ceding four weeks and an increase 
of 12,735, or 51 per cent., over the 
24,925 units sold in the correspond- 
ing period of 1925. 

From January 2 to May 29, there 
were sold in the United States 144,- 
199 units, an increase of 48 per 
cent., over the 97,572 units sold in 
the same period in 1925. 

The factory reports that con- 
tinuously since January 7 the vol- 
ume of retail sales has been so 
high that it has been impossible 
to build up any surplus stock of 
vehicles to fill dealer demand. This 
condition is unusual, particularly 
in view of the continued delay of 
warm weather, which would ordi- 
narily make itself felt in sales 
volume. The preponderance of 
closed jobs is believed to be one 
of the principal offsets to this in- 
fluence at the present time.

the General Motors Corporation, 
with a distribution to stockholders 
of Fisher Body on the basis of one 
share of General Motors for each 
one and one-half shares of Fisher 
Body. 

The transaction will be closed as 
of June 30 and not later than Sep- 
tember 1. Payment and delivery 
will be made at the office of the 
General Motors Corporation, in De- 
troit. 

Stockholders representing 2,- 
178,880 shares voted in favor of the 
transaction, while holders of only 
195 opposed it.

HIGH GAS PRICES 
DUE TO DEMAND, 
SAYS PRESIDENT 


But Coolidge Favors 
Investigation by 
Commission 


Special from A. D. N, Washington Bureag 

ASHINGTON, June 5. 

—President Coolidge 
believes that the rise in gaso- 
line prices is due to increas- 
ing demand for this product 
and the natural absorption of 
the available supply, rather 
than to any price manipula- 
tion or violation of the law by 
oil companies. 

This was made clear by the 
White House spokesman today, 
who added, however, that the 
President fully concurred in the 
idea of an investigation of gasoline 
prices by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and would himself order 
such an investigation in line with 
the resolution of Senator Tram- 
mell, which passed the Senate 
Thursday. 

Prior to last year, the White 
House spokesman pointed out, 
there was a great deal of new 
oil production, new wells and an 
increase in the gasoline supply. 
The price went down accord- 
ingly, it was added, in response 
to the normal relationship be- 
tween supply and demand. 

But since then there has been 
very little in the way of opening 
up new fields for oil production, it 
was added at the White House. 
The large development on the Pa< 
cific Coast, which so greatly aug- 
mented the tolls through the Pan- 
ama Canal, has disappeared. 


At present, it was further ex- 
plained, the demand for gasoline 
is steadily increasing. There are 
about 3,000,000 more automo- 
biles, many of them trucks. The 
records available to the White 
House show that more persons 
are carried daily by automobile 
and by trucks than by the rail- 
roads. 

All this tends to use up the gas- 
oline supply and increase the price, 
But the President believes that 
curtailing of the supply will stim- 
ulate production and thereby nat- 
urally bring about stabilization of 
prices. 

The Federal Trade Commission, 
it was explained, has already madc 
one investigation of gasoline prices 
and nothing was discovered per- 
taining to any Violation of the law 
in restraint of trade. The new ‘in~ 
vestigation, which in a sense will 
simply be a continuation of the 
investigation already made, will 
do no harm, the President is un- 

derstood to believe. But on the 
other hand the President does not 
expect the investigation to affect 
gasoline prices.

New York, June 6.—Preliminary 
steps in the plan to replace the 
trolley lines of the city of New 
York with bus lines were taken 
this week when the Board of Esti- 
mate authorized the trolley com- 
panies to start proceedings for the 
sale to the city of all lines that 
increase congestion. 


The authority was contained in 
an amendment offered by Mayor 
James J. Walker to the resolution 
offered by former Controller 
Craig for a public hearing on his 
proposal to purchase three trolley 
lines operating in the city. 

The resolution, with the mayor’s 
amendment, was passed by the 
board and the hearing set for 
June 22. 

The board acted under a bill of 
the last Legislature which provided 
that municipalities could acquire 
street-car lines considered an ‘‘ob- 
struction to traffic and an ill use 
of the street” through purchase 
agreements with the lines and 
without further legislative action. 
Mr. Craig was generally credited 
with being the author of the bill. 

The board acted against the op- 
position of the Citizens’ Union rep- 
resentatives, who contended the 
probable cost of acquiring of the 
lines should be investigated before 
a public hearing was planned. 

The Craig resolution was offered 
last week and defeated by the votes 
of Controller Berry and Borough 
President Miller, who thought the 
action precipitant. They voted for 
the resolution with the amendment 
today, after several whispered con- 
ferences with the mayor, following 
which the mayor offered his amend= 
ment. Mayor Walker sponsored 
the resolution last week. 

After the adoption of the resolu- 
tion the board referred the two 
applications of Mr. Craig to the 
Board of Transportaiton for study. 
The secretary was directed to no- 
tify all traction lines in the city. 


ARGENTINE IMPORTS 
SHOW MARKED DECLINE

Washington, June 5.— Imports 
of automobiles into Argentina, 
while following the usual season- 
able decline, are smaller than for 
the same period last year, Assist- 
ant Trade Commissioner S. H. 
Avery at Buenos Aires today 
advised the Department of Com- 
merce. 

Large stocks of cars are report- 
ed on hand. Importers placed 
large orders late in 1925, when 
prospects for crops were favorable, 
but by the time the cars arrived 
the situation had. changed, with a 
result that sales decreased, coliec- 
tions were not so good, and future 
orders were-eurtailed, the report 








explained. 


Take Steps to Replace 
N. Y. Trolleys With Buses 








Ford to Expand 
Flat Rock Plant 


Detroit, June 5.—The Ford Motor 
Company will install in its Flat 
Rock plant a power unit from one 
of the Emergency Fleet Corpora- 
tion’s steel vessels, recently pur- 
chased for dismantling. Phe pres- 
ent auxiliary motor generator set 
will be supplanted by an installa- 
tion of boilers and triple expansion 
engines removed from the boats. 
The powerhouse will be enlarged 
by a 35 by 160-foot addition, and 
manufacturing space increased by 
a 60 by 360-foot addition. 

The Flat Rock plant is the larg- 
est of five small water-power plants 
operated by the company in the 
vicinity of Detroit. Ford acquired 
power rights and about 600 acres 
of land, including silica sand de- 
posits, from a syndicate which had 
planned to build a glass manufac- 
turing plant at Flat Rock. 

Ford has constructed here a 
dam 385 feet long, which supplies 
power for two water turbines di- 
rectly connected to two 350-kw. 
generators. Production is kept 
uniform during varying water lev- 
els by a 500-kw. motor generator 
unit supplied with power from the 
Fordson plant. ‘The latter unit is 
to be replaced by the equipment 
from dismantled boats. 

The major part of operations 
performed at the plant is drawing 
of sheet metal for headlights, tail 
lights, reflectors, etc. The com- 
Pany states that parts manufac- 
tured at Flat Rock are now pro- 
duced economically enough to ren- 
der the plant very profitable and 
warrant additions. At present 550 
men are employed. During 1925 
the plant shipped 899 carloads of 
Ford lamps to the company’s as- 
sembly plants. 


GENERAL MOTORS SEEKS 
TAX REFUND IN N. C. 


Raleigh, N. C., June 5.—Suit for 
approximately $4,000 in taxes col- 
lected by the state of North Caro- 
lina has been filed in Wake County 
Superior Court by the General 
Motors Company against R. A. 
Doughton, commissioner of reve- 
nue, and B. R. Lacy, state treas- 
urer. 

The complaint alleges that the 
automobile manufacturers’ tax is 
invalid.

RAILROADS CUT 
DAMAGE CLAIMS 


Amount of Losses Re- 
duced 60 Per Cent. 
In Five Years 


New York, June 5.—Railroads 
reduced the amount of freight 
damage losses 60 per cent, in the 
past five years, although the vol- 
ume of business from .automotive 
products nearly doubled, accord- 
ing to a repert by William E. 
Metzger, chairman of the Traf- 
fic Committee of the National 
Automobile Chamber of Com- 
merce, to the board of directors 
| of that body, meeting in New 
York Thursday.

The facts brought out-in this re< 
Pa are as follows:— 

Since 1921 the railroads have re- 
duced the amount of loss and dam- 
age claims on all commodities from 
$96,730,376 to $38,772,097 in 1925, 
or 60 per cent. Claims charged to 
automobiles, motor trucks and ac- 
cessories came down in almost ex- 
act proportion, viz.: from $3,311,- 
560 to $1,331,702. 

More impressive, perhaps, is the 
comparison with the greater valu- 
ation of motor products in 1926, 
viz.:—

CANADA IMPROVE 


Light Models Most in 
Demand; Little 
Bus Activity 


Montreal, June 5. — Light 
truck, those of from one to two 
and a half tons, seem to be in 
demand this spring, and doubt- 
less will continue on the upward 
selling grade until autumn. 

The situation in the past week 
for trucks has begn distinctly 
favorable. All of the large con- 
tracting firms are busily engaged 
on. new building operations, this 
giving plenty of work to the truck 
contractor for hauling. This em- 
ployment should increase week by 
week, reaching its maximum in 
August. 

As for the light truck, urban 
highways are getting an increased 
traffic each week, with the result 
that the lighter vehicle is main- 





taining a good volume of sales. In! 
fact, during the entire six months | 
past, with possibly the exception of | 
January and February, the truck | 
business, as a whole, has been dis- 
tinctly favorable to the dealer and 
distributor. 
So much cannot be said for 
bus sales. This has been a source

tributors and of course can be 
laid to the extreme dilatory 
measures at Quebec, where the 
granting of licenses for opera- 
tion and permits have been un- 
duly delayed. 
Whether this is playing politics, 
not, one cannot however, 
the provincial government is fully 
aware of the importance of this 
growing means of transportation | 
and seems to be in a frame of mind 
to issue permits but sparingly, and 
these to large corporations. In the 
circumstances, the only thing that, 
can be done is for the smaller op-| 
erator to wait patiently until he} 
gets his license. In respect to the 
bus business Ontario is far and} 
away ahead of Quebec with longer | 
and better routes established.

VER in England the well known Sunbeam organization 
has just completed a 1,000-hdrsepower racing car, 
embodying two 500-horsepower engines, one forward and 
one aft, both driving a common gear box, whence the power 
is transmitted to the rear wheels. This engine has twenty- 
four cylinders, using forty-eight spark plugs, ninety-six | 
valves and eight carburetors. It is hoped to achieve speeds 
of over 200 miles per hour with this giant speed monster. 

No doubt engineers will learn useful lessons from the 
performance of this new freak, built with the single aim 
of speed. But the fact that the car cost in the neighborhood 
of $100,000 to build and weighs nearly three tons, puts it 
distinctly out of the realm of practical application. 

It is when the creations of the racing car designer reach 
the stage of the fleet little greyhounds that circled the 
Indianapolis track last week, making almost 100 miles an 
hour with engines having a cylinder capacity half that of 
the ordinary touring car, that we get the practical lessons 
which are readily translated into commercial practice. 


The 1926 Experts 


ETURNS for the year 1926 in the export field are 
beginning to filter in, and they bear out the rosy pre- 
dictions that were made as the twelve months opened. For 
instance, General Motors has just announced its total for 
the first quarter, amounting to 31,936 vehieles shipped 
abroad. This compares with 15,577 units exported during 
the first quarter of 1925. That this important exporter 
has doubled its business so far this year is an indication of 
what may be hoped for when full returns are in. 

About the only cloud that has appeared on the export 
horizon so far in 1926 was the British general strike, and, 
happily, that was not of long enough duration to have a very 
serious effect on the business for the whole year. We may 
confidently expect new records of automotive sales abroad. 


Stopping the Leaks 


OME years ago, before the word “efficiency” had become 

a sort of national foster child of American business, an 
efficiency expert took a job with a big corporation on a 
contingent fee. It was agreed that he should carry away 
with him at the end of the year 10 per cent. of whatever 
savings he could efféct in the internal operation of the com- 
pany, subject to the veto of the officials if they considered 
that any of his economy measures would impair the efficiency 
of the organization. 

At the end of a year this fortunate gentleman walked 
out with a check for $200,000. He asserted afterwards that 
most of the savings that he was able to effect were made by 
stopping petty, or, rather, seemingly petty, leaks, cutting off

Detroit, June 5.—Not so very 
long ago some of the automotive 
manufacturers used to burn wood 
boxes and other crating and ship- 
ping material in the back yard 
of the plant, without paying at- 
tention to the vaiues recoverable 
from them. Today, modern plants 
are salvaging everything that is 
profitable. The Hudson Motor 
Car Company has just installed a 
huge lumber salvage plant, re- 
placing an older one. 

Here, between 5,000 and 6,000 
pounds of nails are recovered 
every day; these are found in 
boxes and boards used in shipping 
materials into the Hudson plant. 
Lumber is of course the principal 
salvage product and the outgut of 
this may run from 75,000 to 100,000 
feet a week. Nails are really a 
minor by-product of a major by- 
product. Some of them can be used 
again; the rest are sold as a scrap 
product. But all of them are recov- 
ered and utilized. 

All incoming boxes and lumber 
are sorted im the salvage plant. 
Many boxes can be used just as 
they come, for shipping parts or 
for incidental work about the 
plant. Others are sawed up so 
that all usable lumber is made 
available. What is left is fed to 
a huge grinder that reduces the 
wood fiber to fragments about 
the size of shelled corn. A com- 
pressed air stoker feeds this 
product to one of the furnaces in

Milwaukee, Wis., June 5.—Mil- 
waukee motorists and police traf- 
fic officials are at present in- 
volved in a free for all discussion 
of the relative merits of traffic 
control by automatic signal lights 
or by officers equipped with 
whistles.

Virginia Issues 
253,000 Licenses

about 40,000 more than at this time 
last year, Commissioner James M, 
Hayes, Jr., said today. 

The commissioner believes the 
total will run by the end of 1926 to 
335,000, compared with 300,000 in 
1925. Tags issued thus far are di- 
vided as follows: Passenger, 210,- 
000; trucks, 32,000; convertibles, 
6,000; dealers, 2,500; trailers, 100; 
motorcycles, 2,000; sidecars, 400. 

Hayes expects the revenues from 
the licenses will amount this year 
to $4,750,000, or $5600,000—more 
than in 1925. " | 

He estimates 1926 receipts from 
the gasoline tax at $6,000,000, com- 


pared with $3,750,000 from the 
same souree for 1925. Much of 
this increase is a result of the 4% 
cents tax, which became effective 
this spring. 

Thus the total revenue from 
these two sources to be handled 
this year by the motor vehicle de- 
partment will approach $11,000,- 
000.

Ford Profit Varies 
On Various Cars 


Detroit, June 5.—Further testi- 
mony bearing on the production 
costs of the Ford Motor Company 
was heard by a federal master in 
chancery here in the patent in- 
fringement suit brought by the 
Parker Rustproof Company of De- 
troit. 

The price of the Ford automo- 
bile, according to Herbert L. Leis- 
ter, chief auditor of the Ford com- 
pany, is set at a mark to insure 
maximum production, “‘and it is up 
to the organization to get costs be- 
low that price.” 

Profits on the various types of 
cars, Leister said, have varied 
from less than 1 per cent, on one 
type at a certain time, to 40 per 
cent. on another type at anothe~ 
time. 

“Mr. Ford himself does not pay 
much attention to costs,” the audi- 
tor said, 

“When he begins to think that 
sales are dropping off, that some- 
thing must be done to keep pro- 
duction at capacity, to keep 150,- 
000 men working, he is not worried 
about a few thousand dollars as 
mucn as he is about keeping the 
men going and the public supplied 
with cars.”

STEEL INDUSTRY 
IN GOOD SHAPE 


Production Being Main- 
tained Equal to Aver- 
- age for Spring

Pittsburgh, June 5.—Steel im- 


got production in this and near- 
by districts is from 70 to 75 per 
cent. of capacity, but finishing 
mill operations are growing 
smaller and the prospect is that 
steel works output may decline 


further in the iron and steel in- 
dustry in the Pittsburgh district. 

Makers of pipé have been able to 
build up backlogs and increase 
operations, but in most other fin- 
ished products diminishing order 
books are causing some slowing up 
of plant operations. Sheets are 60 
to 65 per cent. capacity, wire mills 
60 to 70 per cent., tin plate mills 
85 per cent. and pipe mills 80 to 
85 per cent. 

Mill executives insist they* are 
maintaining good average opera- 
{tion for this period of the season. 
Railroad men say outbound ship- 
ments of finished steel products 
indicate that the mills of the dis- 
trict are running at about 70 per 
cent. of capacity at present after a 
general decline that has been in 
presress for weeks. 





Buying of automobile steels 


Shows tapering tendencies, at- 
tributable to seasonal conditions, 
though there is no reflection as 
yet of this situation in the opera- 
tion of primary steel makers in 
the Mahoning and Shenango Val- 
ley district, which are working 
largely on such material. 

Price tendencies appear to be 
downward... Sales of foundry and 
malleable iron were made during 
the week at concessions of 50 cents 
per ton, while the sheet market is 
irregular. 

A contrary current, however, is 
found in sheet bars and in mer- 
chant steel bars; the latter are 
bought heavily by the motor car 
industry. Independents generally 
followed the lead of the steel cor- 
poration in marking up bars $2-per 
ton, to a 2 cent level, when it was 
found that prices were sagging. In 
doing this, they indicated this in- 
tention of trying at least to uphold 
the market. Stability of the market 
on sheet bars is another indication 
of the same trend. This form of 
semi-finished steel has held at $36 
for some time, though prices of the 
rolled products have weakened 
quite preceptibly within recent 
weeks.
